“Mopping up operations north of 
the road Bardia-Tobruk were con- 
tinued, and our occupation of the big 
supply centres which the enemy had 
established at Gambut, half-way 
between Bardia and Tobruk, is now 
confirmed, During this mopping up 
twenty-seven abandoned tanks were 
found at what had evidently been a 
German repair shop. On the coast, 
near Tobruk, an enemy hospital was 
seen, outside of which were displayed 
signs asking for water.”

ELETS 


The recapture of Elets, due east of 
Orel, and the rout of two German 
divisions, which are stated to have lost 
12,000 men, besides guns and other 
material, was claimed last night by 
Moscow. Elets lies in the centre of 
the front running from the Moscow 
area to the Sea of Azov in the south. 

Soviet forces also claim to have 
driven the Germans from a fortified 
point on the Moscow front described 
as ‘‘S,’’ where hundreds of German 
dead were left on the battlefield, as 
well as 53 crippled tanks, 66 field-guns 
aud other material.—(Reuter. ) 

Moscow radio, in a special announce- 
ment. last night, said that Soviet troops 
have recaptured the town of Elets, due 
east of Orel, ., 

“Early in December heavy fighting 
took place in the region of Elets,’’ the 
announcement said. 

“The German troops, having con- 
centrated large forces, pressed our 
units back and captured the town. 

“The Red Army unit of the south- 
western front, passing to a counter- 
attack, for three days fought stubbornly 
for the town of Elets.“ On December 
Oth our treops, under the command of 
Lieutenant-General Kastorkin, routed 
the German troops and occupied the 
town of Elets. 

““In the battle in the Elets area two 
enemy infantry divisions were com- 
letely routed—the 45th Division of 
yeneral Materner and the 95th Division 
of General Sickst.

The other witness who, like Walsh, | 
refused to testify, was Simon Murphy, 
of Abbey street, Wexford, who, coun- 
se] for the State alleged on Tuesday, 
was concerned in the abduction and 
imprisonment of Devereux.

George Plant (37), of Johnstown. 
Fethard, Co. Tipperary, is charged 


with the murder of Michael Devereux 
(23), petrol salesman, who disappeared 
from his home at Maudlintown, Co. 
Wexford, on September 23rd, 1940, 
and was not heard of until a year 
later, when his decomposed body was 
found, with a bullet in the head, un- 
derneath a pile of stones, on the slopes 
of Slievenamon, Co. Tipperary. 

When Michael Walsh, who, State 
counsel alleged. assisted Plant in the 
abduction of Devereux, entered the 
witness box yesterday, he said: “I 
won't be sworn. I don’t want to take 
the oath.”’ 

Reminded by the President of the 
Court of his responsibility and of the 
possible consequences of his action, he 
still refused to give evidence. 

Thereupon the Court ordered his 
arrest, and later Walsh was formally 
charged with procuring Plant to 
murder, and his trial was fixed for 
December 30th. 

When Simon Murphy, of Wexford, 
who was stated by counsel to have 
contacted Devereux and: arranged for 
him to meet Plant and Walsh, was 
handed the Bible, he shook his head 
at first, then took it. He said that 
he lived in Abbey street, Wexford, but 
when asked if he met Devereux on 
September 22nd, 1940, he said: “TI am 
not going to answer that question.” 

Asked why he refused, he told the 
President of the Court that he did not 
want to answer it, 

“ You are able to answer it and 
you refuse—is that so?" asked the 
President. 


“ Yes, replied Murphy.

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LOSS IN THE PACIFIC 


The Times, in a leading article few &

says:—Any disposition to estimate light 


the newest addition to the ranks of our 
declared enemies will have been shattered by 
the formidable blows sustained by this 
country and by the United States in the 
first stages of the naval war with Japan. 

Piincs of Wales and H.M.S. Repulse, 
the former a battleship of our newest and 
most powerful class, have been lost almost 
in the first hour of taking post. This 
catastrophe followed immediately upon the 
news of the destruction done among the 
American Fleet in Pearl Harbour, avout 
which the President himself has still no 
exact information, and can only say that the 
loss is grave. The balance must, and will, 
be redressed; but it cannot be done in a

The loss of these ships, therefore, has a 
bearing on the course of war all round the 
globe. The lowering skies only enhance the 
impressiveness of the noble adiress in which 
Mr. Roosevelt spoke to the whole American 
nation at the first opportunity after the 
declaration of war by Congress. His words 
are instinct with that spirit of mutual trust 


which should exist between a free people and 


their leaders when they confront danger 
together. He warned them that they must 


expect a long war and a hard war before 


attaining the complete victory that alone 


can make the struggle worth while, They 
must expect deprivations, as well as losses, 
in battle; they must give up their leisure 
and work seven days in the week. But, said 


the President, he did not ask them for 
sacrifice; that is no word to apply to the 
high privilege of serving their country in the 


fulfilment of her loftiest mission. 
The Times adds:—The President sum- 


moned his people to an endless adventure 


by declaring: ‘‘ When we resort to force, as 
now we must, we are determined that this 
force shall be directed toward the ultimate 
ood, as well as against the immediate evil.” 
He reminded them that this higher and more 
distant work of peace is that to which they 
are bred. ‘‘ We Americans are not destroyers 


—we are builders.’’ The dispensation to 


which they and we look forward may as yet 
be fully discernible only to the seeing eye, 
but it is our highest inspiration to know 
that in this crisis of our fortunes we are 
labouring together with hope and confidence 
to dig its foundations with the sword and in 
the dark.

A strong plea that uniforms and equUip- 
ment be provided free by the State to mem- 
bers of the Red Cross organisation was made 
at a meeting of Limerick Corporation last 
night.

supplied with equipment free of charge. That 
was not the case with the Red Cross, the 
members of which were obliged to pay for 
everything they got. In these circumstances, 
it was not surprising that the Red Cross 
was not up to full strength. 

Mr. Quinlan, Chairman of the Limerick 
Red Cross Branch, said he was aware that 
hundreds of willing workers were precluded 
from joining the Ked Cross because of the 
cost of equipment. He was strongly of 
opinion that uniforms and other essentials 


should be provided free of charge. 


The Mayor (Mr. D.. J. O'Malley, solici- 
tor)—There is no reason why the Red Cross 
should not be placed on the same footing 
as the other voluntary services. The manager 
will take up this question‘ with the proper 


authority.

HEAVIER TAXES 


The MINISTER FOR FINANCE 
(Mr, Sean T. O'Kelly), replying, said 
that in fixing the compensation limits 
he had to remember that they might 
have to poy all that compensation 
themselves.

Their present system was not 
nearly as vanes ect as was sometimes 
suggested. e total basic ration given 
to private car owners was less than 
10 per cent, of the petrol consumption 
per month. It had been decided this 
month that the allowance given to 
“utility wagons ” was not justifiable, 
and the supplementary allowance 
would be given only where it was 
shown that the vehicle was used in 
business. Supplementary allowances 
were given to doctors, midwives, 
and veterinary surgeons. He had de- 
cided to give an allowance to Dail and 
Senate members to enable them to at- 
tend the meetings. The Medical Union 
had shirked the job of differentiating 
as to which doctors should get more 
petrol. If he (the Minister) undertook 
it he would have to investigate the 
business of every doctor. He would 
consider any scheme suggested by the 
veterinary profession as to which 
veterinary surgeons should get more. 

The Government could not build up 
a reserve of petrol because they were 
only supplied according as the stocks 
ran out. If they tried to build up a 
reserve they would only put off the 
replenishment of the supplies. That 
was the policy of the petrol companies. 

The motion was withdrawn and the 
Senate adjourned sine die. 


THE USE OF COAL 
AND GAS 


Forecasts of further fuel restrictions ; 
further curtailment of transport, and 
universal gas rationing, were made in the 
Dail last night by the Minister for 
Supplies, Mr. SEAN LEMASS, replying 
to a motion on the adjournment pro- 
posed by Mr. W. J. Broderick (F.G., 
Waterford), who considered that the 
answer given to his question earlier in 
the day had not been satisfactory. Mr. 
Lemass had told him that while no 
permit was necessary for the importa- 
tion of coal, any coal at present in 
County Cork sea ports or which might 
be imported in future could be sold 
only when permits had been issued to 
the purchasers, . 

Mr. Lemass said that the total 
amount of coal coming in was substan- 
tially less than the quantity being 
used, even br restricted consumption, 
and it might become necessary to 
restrict further the use of coal for less 
essential purposes in order to keep 
going essential services, like gas and 
transport undertakings. Various in- 
dustries and transport undertakings 
had reserves of fuel which were be- 
coming exhausted. When this happened 
a situation of the utmost seriousness 
would arise. 

In many parts of the country gas 
was already rationed, and it looked 
highly probable that the rationing of 
gas supplies would operate in every 

rt of the country at some time. 

hey had had to restrict passenger 

transport services to the  barest 
minimum, and ‘further restrictions 
might be unavoidable, It was against 
that background that the Order declar- 
ing County Cork to be a scheduled 
area was made, 

Mr, Broderick complained that local

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“US. NAVAL STRENGTH 
REDUCED 


By Our Mutrrary CoRRESPONDENT. 


HE latest J oye sow war operation 
I is the lineal descendanf of their 
opening moves against the Rus- 
sians in February, 1 The aim 
each case was identical—to neutralise 
the enemy fleet in order to procure 
freedom of action for their own 
army. The means employed were 
instead of the  tor- 
pedo boats of former days, 
they utilised the long-distance sub- 
marine and carrier-borne aircraft of 
1941. As for ‘‘the end justifying the 
means,” a 1904 commentator pro- 
nounced: ‘‘ By these acts of vigour the 
Japanese Navy have profited by the 
initiative conferred upon them by 
statesmanship, and have established a 
moral mastery of the situation.”’ 
Apparently the damage caused by 
the main attack on Pearl Harbour was 
very severe. To call Oklahoma an 
‘fold battleship ’’ is rather euphemistic; 
she corresponded, approximately, to the 
Royal Oak in age, size and speed—with 
ten 14-in. guns as against eight 15-in. 
ieces. Pennsylvania—claimed by the 
as and probably damaged—as 
newer, slightly faster and more power- 
ful. Any ship, of course, can be re- 
paired in Pearl Harbour; but it is rea- 
sonable to assume the American battle 
fleet to number only ten effective at 
the moment. The three really ‘‘ old 
battleships ’’ are in the Atlantic, and it 
is unlikely that the two newest ships, 
North Carolina and Washington have 
reached the Pacific up to the present. 
Assuming proportional damage to 
other classes of ships—the Pacific Fleet 
has had its fighting force appreciably 
reduced. 


JAPAN’S STRENGTH 


It is very difficult, indeed, to gauge 
the present naval strength of Japan. 
No Power—not even Russia—has been 
so secretive and so successful in pre- 
venting the outside world finding out 
what was happening behind the gates 
of her shipyards. Taking first the 
battle-fleet. On its last public appear- 
ance, so to speak, this consisted of six 
battleships and four bBattle-cruisers— 
all 14-in, gun ships except the two 
newest, battleships, which had a main 
battery of 16in. guns. All were faster 
than their American opposite numbers, 
but less heavily protected. Recent 
additions are understood to be three 
big, fast battleships of the newest 
type and three more of “ pocket battle- 
ship’’ class. These should be commis- 
sioned by now, with others due next 
year. The sum total, evidently, con- 
stitutes an important “ body of battle.’’ 
Coming to cruisers, there are certainly 
10 heavy (i.e., 8in. gun) and 28 light 
actually in commission. What is 
coming on behind them is an unknown 
quantity. Destroyers of good modern 
type total about 100 and submarines 
75. Aircraft carriers number nine, of 
less dimensions than customary for 
such craft. 


GERMAN CRAFT 


It will be recalled that some weeks 
ago it was reported that a German 
battleship was in the Eastern Pacific. 
While this was never confirmed, it is 
possible that the Tirpitz, sister-ship of 
the Bismarck, may have slipped out to 
link up with the Japanese. Another 
ossible German reinforcement would 
e the aircraft-carriers Graf Zeppelin 
and Deutschland, which must both 
have been finished long since, and of 
which nothing has been heard—at least 
by the man in the street. Of course, 
however, the Axis has no battleship- 


docks anywhere here except in 
Japanese home waters, so that strate- 
gically their battleships and aircraft 
carriers are less mobile than those of 
the Anglo-American fleets, No doubt, 
this was ore reason for the smaller 
dimensions of Japanese carriers. 

Japan has opted for a policy of “all 
or nothing,” and embarked on a war 
of altogether unlimited scope. Speax- 
ing of the Japanese offensive, Mr. 
Churchill said ;—" The omy has 
attacked with an audacity which ma

THAILAND HELPS 


The countries potentially concerned 
vis-a-vis Japan consisted of the A, B. 
C, D States, Thailand and Russia. 
Japan was already engaged in large- 
scale hostilities with China and her 
declaration of war was confined to 
America and Britain—the only two 
countries in & position to give direct 
assistance to China. An agreement was 
quickly arrived at with Thailand 
allowing the transit of Japanese 
troops, and, incidentally, the use of the 
important centre of communications 
constituted by Bangkok. Instead of 
a direct attack on the Burma Road, 
the Japanese are likely to aim at the 
‘Burma railway’’—Rangoon, Man- 
dalay, Lashio. They are also aiming 
to get a footing astride the Kra— 
North Malaya region—possibly with 
Penang as the immediate objective, 

These are the land-moves, to facili- 
tate which the U.S. Fleet was struck 
at. - As to strengths available, the 
U.S. estimate of Japanese in Indo- 
China seems likely enough—a total of 
125,000, made up of 82,000 in the 
south,: 25,000 in the north, 18,000 on 
transports in Camranh Bay, ‘These 
figures confirm earlier rumours of 
70.000 on the spot—plus 50,000 rein- 
forcements en route. These strengths 
could, naturally, be reinforced progres- 
sively. ; 


DUTCH INDIES 


No mention was made by Japan of 
the Sy utch East Indies, but their Go- 
vernment took the initiative itself and 
declared war on Japan. Militarily this 
ia a very important move, because 
these islands form a strong link be- 
tween British and American territories, 
and afford a well-screened covered way 
between the Indian and Pacific Oceans. 
They possess—at Soerabaya in Java— 
a well-equipped naval base of the 
second order, and they bring into the 
common naval pool a respectable con- 
tribution—3 light cruisers, 7 destroyers, 
12 submarines, and abundant mine- 
layers and other smaller eraft. Mili- 
tary and aerial resources are adequate 
for local defence on any likely scale. 

Subsidiary Japanese moves have been 
air-raid diversions on various islands, 
heavy bombing of Philippine air-fields, 
a move against Hong Kong, which 
must lead to a siege that would have 
considerable technical interest. Guam 
has been claimed—and will certainly be 
seized, if possible, and Wake as well. 
Japanese occupation of these two islands 
would broaden the wedge between 
Singapore and Pearl Harbour, the two 
principal hostile bases. 

Such, then, would seem to be the 
main lines of Japanese—and Axis— 
strategy: to stand off the U.S.A. at 
maximum distance, while pinning 
Britain by offensive action, and thvs 
isolating China. It is an ambitious

given by Dr. John McGrath, State 
pathologist, who said that when the 
stones were removed from the gully, 
the mostly decomposed body was 
found in a hali-sitting position, The 
clothes were decayed. Under the 
right lapel of the overcoat there was 
a decayed cloth picket, containing a 
crucifix and some religious emblems. 
In one of the coat pockets there was 
a coloured photograph of a child, and 
there were also found a bunch of 
keys, & fountain-pen, and some money. 
Fastened to the belt was a small 
packet, containing a number of 
religious emblems. There were shreds 
of what appeared to be a gag 
attached to the lower portion of the 
jaw, going around to a knot at the 
back of the neck. There was also a 
folded. driving licence and a folded 
insurance certificate, beth made out to 
Michael Devereux. The body was that 
of a well-built man, about 5 feet 7 
inches or 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
between 22 and 26 years. 

Describing the bullet wound in the 
head, Dr. McGrath said that it was a 
leaden bullet, which had disintegrated 
somewhat when passing through the 
skull, as he found some ‘portions of 
it. He could not find the other portion 
of the bullet. Death was instantaneous, 
and if an anatomist wished to inflict 
painless death he would inflict such an 
injury. Death had taken place from 
six months to two years before. Some 
of the rocks on the body weighed from 
8 to 10 stones.

A sum of £10,000 is 
being provided for additional allot- 
ments for food production. 

Mr. MacE E told the House that 
no authority outside Dun Laoghaire 
and Drogheda and one other Urban 
Council had felt it necessary to apply 
for powers to make schemes for the 
provision of cooked meals. It was not 
intended to provide free meals for dis- 
tressed ple, but to enable people to 
get cooked food if they could not get 
normal supplies of fuel.

He moved also that to 
ensure an increase in area under wheat 
for 1942 the minimum price be fixed 
at 60s. per barrel of 20 stones. 
Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that the absence of artificial 
manure would not, he believed, reduce 
the wheat crop by more than a barrel 
per acre. ere were 800,000 acres 
under root crops well manured with 
farmyard manure, all available for 
wheat growing. On the basis of a 
decrease of one barrel per acre, he 
thought the farmer was being very well 
treated in 1942 as compared with 1938. 

If every farmer w wheat only 
once in the rotation there would be 
sufficient food in the country. The 
farmer, who was getting 43 per cent. 
more for his produce than in 1938, had 
his cost of living increased by 224 per 
cent., and he was not worse off than in 
1938. There would be no artificial 
manure next year and the farmers 
should make up their minds to that. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) sug- 
gested that the wheat programme and 
price should be settled by an all-party 
conference. 

The motion was defeated by 53 votes 
to 20. 

The House adjourned until 3 p.m. on 
February 4 next.
